They are in the Hands of Secretary Day,
and Will Be Submitted Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—It is said that the presi-
dent’s answer to the peace proposition to Spain is in the
hands of Secretary Day, and will be handed to the French

ambassador tomorrow.

The latest is that it contains unlim-

ited freedom to Cuba, the cession of Porto Rico, and the
disposal of the Philippine question by negotiations.

NEW KLONDIKES
MAY BE DISCOVERED

It is Thought to be Only the Beginning
of the Golden Harvest—Rich Dis-
coveries on Stewart River.

Tacoxa, July 28.—Important develop-
ments today give new and even more
dazzling aspect to the Klonlike situoa-
tion. Information brought by persons
of unqueetioned reliability seem to show
that the world has seen only the Degin-
ning of the golden harvest in the frozen
north. A new Klondike has been dis-
covered and it is heliergd that in the
waat territory of Alaska and the British
northwest many more Klondikes are to
be uncovered by the prospector’s pick.

Fully 5000 prospectors snd miners are
already tearipg np the banks of the
streams, sinking shafts and cross-cut.
ting wilh great success.

On Coal creek the deposits of coal will
be of great valne in working the dig-
gings, and will expedite work by melt-
ing the frozen earth., Edwin F. Lang,
of Haverhill, Mass., one of the returned
miners, sayg that the coal deposits
found are searceiy less yaluable than the
gold mines.

The scene of the greatest excitement
at prezent is in the Slewart river conn-
try. This includea s large territory
drained by Stewart river and many trib-
utary streame, emong the latter being
Clear creek and Cosl creck, The de

REBELLION IS
ABOUT ENDED

New Dynasty Proclaimed in the Prov-
ince of Kwang Si by Li Yap Yan,
The Rebel Leader.

Loxpox, July 28.—The Hong Kong
eorrespondent of the Daily Mail cabled
the following :

The viceroy of Canton has announeed
to the foreign office the complete sup-
pression of the rebellion in those dis-
tricle. He has announced also that four
cities have also been recccupied by the
imperial troops.

The Hong Kong correzpondent of the
Times eays:

Li Lap Yan, the leader of the rebell-
ion in the province of Kwavg Si, has
proclaimed a new dynssty styled, “Vast
Progress.” His proclamation, he says,
waa issued hecause a great and pure dy-
naety is weak, because Lhe mandarins
are oppressive and the foreigners are
taking Chineee territory. He has re
belled, and heaven hag signifled its ap-
proval by cansing several cities to fall
into his hands.

According to a telegram from Wuchou
the city of the Wangun, has been cap-
tured and one thousand rebels have
The rebellion in Kwang Si
provines is almost quelled.

EXTERMINATED

Good Work By Deputy Sheriffs in Run-
ning Down Ca ttle Thieves.

Kaxsas Ciry, Mo., July 27.—A epecial
to the Star [rom Eafala, Indian Territo-
ry, GAYE:

In two distinct baltles with deputy
sheriffs, a gang of outlaws and cattle
thieves who have been disturbing the
Cherokee nation for a long time was de-

named Petit, being mortally wounded;
David Greathouee, an ex-member of the
French gang, was glightly wounded and
caplured, and one Cowhorn was also
captmied, Later the rest of the gang
was intercepted near Bragg'e agency by
Deputy Marshal Ledbetter and a posse,
and all the ontlaws were killed. These
latter were, Goldshy, & brother of Cher-
okee Bill, Mos¢ Sharp and the famous
Piesloo Bill.

NO VESSELS
TURNED AWAY

Shafter Reports Only Three Have Ar-
rived at Santiago -~ They Paid
Duty and Landed Their Cargoes
Afterward.

Wasuineron, July 28.—Having made
a gnery in regard to the shijs being

turned away from Bantingo, the war de-
partment yesterday made public the
following response from Shafter:

“Santiago, vis Hayti, July 26.—Adju-
tant-General, Washington: Pre:s re.
ports not true. I only know o! three
ships having arrived, one from Kinge-
ton, the others from the United States.
The Bratton has sold its eargo; the
other, a ship from New Orleane, has
gold only part. The captain tella me he
is going away tonight. The trouble is
they do not expect to pay any daty, and
arrived here withont money. The
Spanish costoms ae applied to a Spanish
subject only bave been collected, and
twenty cents per ton as ordered.

“] discovered this morning an at-
tempt on the part of the municipality to
collect a tax of 40 cents per 100 kilos, in
thia instance smounting to $2500. I
had settled the matter by orderiog its
non-collection. There i no money
here to do business, end the merchants
are very timid about making purchases,
fearing the effect of the Red Crosa sup-
plies, which really are feeding the town,
The New Orleans manp, for inztance,
brought 29 head of cattle, which he eold
at $85 per head. The person buying
kills one a dav, gelling the meat at 20
centa per pound. Of course only a few
people buy.

YELLOW JACK
IS SPREADING

Four Thousand Cases Reported in Shaf-
ter's Army---Disease Will Proba-
bly Run Its Course—Thousands of
Cubaos Returning to Plantations

Cuicago, July 27.—A special to the
Inter Ocean from BSantisgo esays that
over 4000 mild cases of yellow jack are
reported among the eoldiers in General
Shafter's army. The sick are given the
best of care and fatalities are very few.
It now seeme prcbable that the disease
bas to run its course through the whole
army. Everything poseible Is being
done to improve the sanitary conditions
of the city.

The Cubans who were driven into
exile by the Spanish oppression are re-
tarping by thongande to the plantations
which were desolated by the Spanish
and insurgent troops.

Appeals hayve been made to General
Shafter daily by both the Caban and
Spanish residents of prominence for the
United Btates to establish a sonnd gov-
ernment over the island in order that
peace and prosperily may once more be
the portion of that country.

PARKS CLOSED
TO GRAZING

Thousands of Head of Sheep and Cat-
tle Dylng in the Sierras and om
Nevada's Plains---Loss May Reach
20,000 Head.

Yrexa, Calif.,, July 27.— Word bas
reached here that the national parks
have been closed to grazing. Thouns-
ands of sheep and cattle are dying in
the Sierras and on the plains of Nevada,
and it is estimated that before spring
the loss will be between 10,000 and 20,-
000 head.

VESSEL NOT A
BLOCKADE-RUNNER

The French Embassy Asks for the Re-
lease of the French Prize, the

Olinde Rodriguz.

Wasmxeron, July 28.—The French

embassy has called the sttention of the
state department to the circnmstances
connected with the seizare of the French
merchant steamship Olinde Rodriguez,
and has requested the immediate re-
lease ol that steamer. The action was
taken simuoltaneounsly with a protest
from the French Tranestiantic Steam-
ship Company sgsinst the seizure. The
state department has submitted all the
papers in the case to the department of
justice, with a view to getling an opin-
ion on the legal questions involved.

Grounds of the representations of the | 31

embasey are that the Rodrigunez wae en-
gaged in ordinary mercantile pursuits,
and has also on board the official mail
of the French government, destined to
the Frenth minister at Port an Prince.
It is said that her manilest shows ghe
was not intending to enter a blockaded
port,

The representations are those nsoally
made in bebalf of French interests, and
there is no dispozition at the state de-
partment to regard them as other than
a frlendly inguiry.

TROOPS EMBARKED
LAST NIGHT

The War Department is in Receipt of
the Information,

WasHINGTON, July 28.—The war de-
partment this morning received a die-
patch from Genersl Brooke, at Newport
News, dated last night, saying he was
aboard a transport and would gnil for
Porto Rico this morning. Nothing fur-
ther has been beard by the department
from either Brooke or the commanding
officer at Newport Newe.

No further news regarding the move-
ments of General Miles and his forces in
Porto Rico has reached the war depart-
ment. It is thooght no important
movements or operations will be under-
taken uontilafter the arrival of General
Brooke and his army upon the scene,
when, unless an armistice is meanwhile
declared, the campaign against Ban
Joan and the entire ieland will be ac-
tively prosecuted.

THE BOAT RAILWAY.

Bl;ht of Way for The Dalles Improve-
. ment Has Been Becured.

It has been eeveral months since any-
thing was mentioned concerning the
boat railway st The Dalles, eays the
Oregonisn. It is learned at the war de-
partment that the right of way bas been
about ail acgnired, and now arrange-
ments are in progress between the gov-
ernment and the railroad company for
the purpose ot adjusting the differences
existing, eo that & completa right of way
can be established, Thera are many
officisle in the war department, how-
ever, who beliave that a boat railway
will never be built, and that if any im-
provement is made at The Dalles it will
have to be by the construction of & canal
and locks. Although engineers have
passed upon the feasibility of & boat
railway, there are vet many who donlbt
its practicability or succees as a perma-
nent improvement, A canal and locks
would always be a permanent improve-
ment, and would cost much less for

operation than a boat railway,
